DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S. C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1- 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 7 recite the limitation "the extended portion" in lines 13 and 21, 
respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1, 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sakamoto 
etal. (US Patent 6,179,372). 
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Regarding claim 1, Sakamoto et al. disclose a vehicle body structure comprising: a front 
side member (21a) extending in a longitudinal direction of a vehicle body; a side frame member 
(22) provided rearwardly and laterally (see Fig. 2) of said front side member (21a); and a 
coupling member (40) through which said front side member (2 l a) is coupled to said side frame 
member (22), wherein a coupled face (21 in Fig. 3) including at least one ridge is formed in a 
rear portion of said front side member (21a); a front portion of said coupling member (40) is 
extended along the coupled face; and a coupling face (see Fig. 3) including at least one ridge is 
formed in the extended portion so as to be in face-contact with and to be joined to the coupled 
face of said front side member (21a). 

Regarding claim 7, Sakamoto et al. do not disclose a dash panel connected to the cross 
member (28). However, the Examiner takes Official Notice that dash panels are inherent and 
would have been present in the Sakamoto et al. reference and further evidenced by the name of 
reference character 28 -dash cross member. The remaining limitations of claim 7 are identical to 
claim 1 which is disclosed by Sakamoto et al. 

Regarding claim 9, Sakamoto et al. disclose the vehicle body structure according to claim 
7, wherein said cross member (28) has left and right ends thereof that are curved forwardly (see 
Fig. 2), and a front end of the curved portion is joined to said front side member (21a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S. C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claim 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sakamoto et al. 
Regarding claim 4, Sakamoto et al. disclose the vehicle body structure according to 

claims 1 . Sakamoto et al. do not disclose that the front side member is formed by an outer panel 
and an inner panel that are joined. However, Sakamoto et al. disclose that the side members 21b 
and 21c include flanges. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to make the side members of an inner panel and an outer panel (the upper 
surface being the outer panel and connecting the coupling member to the "outer panel" as it 
would merely involve the alternate utilization of an equivalent closed frame member means to 
achieve the same exact function. The motivation would have been to include the flange along 
the portions of 21c and 21b without complicated manufacturing.
